Emory’s  1 7th  President,  James  T. 
Laney,  will  be  the  keynote  speaker  for 
the  October  19  inauguration  of 
Wesleyan  President,  Dr.  Robert  K. 
Ackerman.  Dr.  Laney,  President  of 
Emory  since  1977,  was  the  Dean  of 
the  Candler  School  of  Theology  for 
eight  years. 

Born  in  Arkansas,  Dr.  Laney  began 
his  schooling  in  Memphis,  Tennessee. 
He  attended  Yale  College,  graduating 
with  honors  in  economics  in  1950.  He 
then  entered  Yale  Divinity  School, 
graduating  with  honors  in  1954. 
President  Laney,  a Methodist 
minister,  served  a pastorate  in 
Cincinnati  before  going  to  Korea  with 
his  family  under  the  Board  of 
Missions.  For  five  years  he  taught  at 
Yonsei  University  in  Seoul  and  served 
on  the  staff  of  the  Student  Christian 
Movement. 

Upon  returning  to  the  United 
States,  Dr.  Laney  received  his  Ph.D. 
from  Yale,  where  he  was  a D.C. 
Macintosh  Fellow.  He  taught 
theology  at  the  Vanderbilt  Divinity 
School  and  was  a Visiting  Professor 
at  Harvard,  specializing  in  ethics  and 
the  moral  life.  He  has  published  a 
number  of  essays,  and  is  the 
author/ editor  of  several  books.

ROBERT  SHAW  TO  CONDUCT  INAUGURAL  CELEBRATION  CONCERT 


Mr.  Robert  Shaw 


Robert  Shaw,  internationally 
known  musician  and  conductor  of  the 
Atlanta  Symphony,  will  direct  the 
orchestra  in  an  Inaugural  Celebration 
Concert  Sunday,  October  14  at 
Wesleyan  College.  The  concert  will  be 
the  College’s  gift  to  the  community  in 
honor  of  the  inauguration  of  Dr. 
Robert  K.  Ackerman  as  twenty- 
second  President  of  Wesleyan.  It  will 
be  held  at  1:45  p.m.  in  Porter 
Auditorium  and  will  be  followed  by  a 
reception  at  3:30. 

Robert  Shaw  is  considered  a pio- 
neer in  music  because  of  his  involve- 
ment with  modern  techniques  in 
performance  and  recording  and  his 
dedication  to  the  advancement  of 
modern  musical  composition.  In  1967, 
the  orchestra  chose  Shaw  to  succeed 
the  retiring  conductor,  Henry  Sopkin, 
with  the  goal  of  advancing  the  now 
highly-prdfessional  orchestra  into  a 
new  era  of  growth  and  excellence. 

Formerly  world-famous  for 
directing  the  Robert  Shaw  Chorale, 
Shaw  also  was  music  director  of  the 
San  Diego  Symphony  and,  in  1956, 


became  associate  conductor  fort 
Cleveland  Symphony  under  one 
great  conductors  of  all-time,  Geo,, 
Szell.  He  was  a protege'  of  Artur 
Toscanini  as  well. 

Shaw’s  performances  have  bee 
acclaimed  as  “magnificent”  . . 
“exciting”  . . . “magic.”  As  a 
musician,  humanitarian  and 
spokesman  for  the  arts,  Shaw  has 
developed  a philosophy  that  is  th 
foundation  for  this  “magic.”
